While the train was slowly climbing 
the g rade tliis side of Tunnel Nine the 
prisoner leai» ed out the car window 
and struck for the heavy timber, mak­ 
ing a clean g et-away. Maloiie.v\ was 
working his crew near there, ahd a 
dispatch was sent him from Hug o to 
catch the fug itive. He found the trail 
and camped on it all nig ht. 
Armed 
only with a shovel he caug ht the out­ 
law nex t morning . 
“At another time he was called to 
take the nig ht trackwalker’s place, 
the reg ular man being ill and it was 
too late to bring in another walker 
from a neig hboring section. The track­ 
walker’s duties on this section are to 
patrol the^ track 30 minutes ahead of 
the Overland between Granite Pass 
and Leland, returning 
30 
minutes 
ahead of the ex press. A g asoline in­ 
spection car is used. 
“Jack covered the first 15 miles ir. 
g ood shai>e, but when he reached the 
siding in the deep cut on the sum ­ 
mit he was halted by three masked 
men. In the blind darkness they came 
upon them before he was aware. They 
seized and drag g ed him from the car. 
For a time the three wrestled up and 
down the track, .lack foug ht desper­ 


ately, tearing liis coat from fits body 
in his mad endeavor to free fiiniself. 
Finally they drag g ed him d(» \vn the 
track and tied him to the switch staff. 
“Having no key t(» o{jen it them­ 
selves. it was the plan of the rob­ 
bers to force the trackwalker to o{» en 
the switch for them.

With their hands 
firmly upon him, they released the 
x’opes that bound him, and at the point 
of their rifles, commanded him to 
open the switch. 
The plan wa,« i to 
wreck the train and 
n » b the passen­ 
g ers and cars during the confusion. 
“He hesitated, and the 
robbers 
urg ed him on by sig nificant tlirusts of 
cheir rifles. 
“While he hesitated the ItLsh boss 
di.1 some hard thinking . A method of 
mst reso rt finally o cturred to him. It 
was the one chance left of saving th» ' 
Ov erla nd. Thoug h they watched him 
closely their unfamiliarity wiih switch 
and t)l(» ck sig nals {» reveiited their st*e- 
Ing all that Maloney did. The sumuiit 
switch, is conni-‘('ted by a double wire 
cable a (piurter-mile long to a block 
sig nal. This c;ahle is attached (uily by 
brakemen when o\jening the si-liug to 
receive trains. As there is m» station 
tl.ere, it g ives ample wainlng to ap- 
pioaching trains that the switch is 
open. 
"Maloney had {» laced the red lig ht 
on the block sig nal and knew it was 
in working order. He stoo{» ed down 
ard hooked th« ' cable ends. When be 
turned the switch the led lig ht was 
ex {)osed on the block a ({uutd>M’m ile 
down the track. It was a!-(» umi the 
curve and could not he seen by the 
robbers. 
“His work dyne, Alaloney turned as 
if to g o, but the robbers seized him 
a^l tlie more firmly and b<» ural him se- 
C'uri'ly to the .switch .staff. They meant 
that he sh(» u!d he slaug hiered with 
the rest. Then tl.ey lan well down 
the track to be out of harm ’s way 
The section boss knew that if they 
went far enoug h they would discover 
the red lig ht on the block {» ost. 
If 
they made such discovery they would 
very likely return and make an end 
of him. 
“In ten minutes the Overland thun- 
.iered up the g rade. The roar of it 
?ame so distinctly that Maloney lear 
ed the eng ineer had passed the sig nal 
without seeing it. There was a pos­ 
sibility also of the robbers having 
dlscovei’ed and removed it. 
“T^ese

Portugal and the Crown Prince Luis 
Phillippe w'ere assassinated Saturday 
and the city is in a state of uproar. 
The king’s second son, 
the Infant 
Manuel, was slightly 
wounded, 
but 
Queen Amelie, who strove to save the 
crown prince’s life by throwing her­ 
self upon him, w'as unkurt. 
A band of men w’aiting at the cor­ 
ner of the Praco de Commercio and 
ihe Rua de Arsenal suddenly sprang 
toward the open carriage in which 
>he royal family were driving to the 
palace, and leveling carbines, which 
they had concealed, upon them, fired. 
The king and crown prince, upon 
whom the attack "ivas directed, w'ere 
each shot three times, and they lived 
cnly long enough to be carried to the 
marine arsenal nearby, where they 
expired.

Almost at the first shot the king 
fell back on the cushions dying, and 
at the same moment the crowm prince 
was seen to half rise and then sink 
back on the seat. 
Queen Amelie jumped up and threw

church, 
was struck on the side of the head 
by a huge plaster 
rose 
ornament, 
which fell a distance 
of 
thirty-fiv e 
feet and was smashed 
into 
small 
pieces at his feet Sunday morning. 
Ftoctor Bristol w'as only slightly in­ 
jured. 
The Metroimlitan 
church, 
famous 
as (he worshiping place of President 
McKinley, was crowMed. 
When the 
ornament fell the reads of the con­ 
gregation wore bow'ed. 
Consequently, 
manv thought a bomb had been ex- 
idoded and a panic was only narrow­ 
ly av erted.

Hughes’ position and requesting the 
legislativ e committee to report out 
three bills already d^awn to end race 
track gambling was passed. 
The gov ernor was giv en an ov ation 
when lie commenced hi.s speech. 
He 
said in part: 
“Now. there is a great deal that 
might he said with regard to the de­ 
moralization incident to race track 
gambling. 
What we want to ‘'iicour- 
age in this country is the disposition 
to work, to giv e an equiv alent and to 
expect and get an equiv alent fer ev ­ 
ery honest effort, and the curse is the 
constant desire to get somethi'ig for 
nothing; and with man or boy, if 
that microbe gets into the system, 
there is .going to be a bad case of 
moral disorder. 
“Now, it i.s American to want to 
work, to make the most of youi’self, 
and a boy who learns to follow tlie 
racing sheets and the man who plays 
the races in the hope that he w*il get 
a dollar which he has not earned, 
or $10 which he has no right to take 
—that young man has lost the Ameri­ 
can sentiment, he has 
lost 
really 
what is the most iiiiportaut part of 
his birthright. 
“Now*, ihy friends, we hav e heard 
a great deal about 
improv ing 
the 
breed of 
horses. 1 am for that—the 
breed of 
horses will suffer 
Ironi the

I am thoroughly in fav or of 
doing all we can to improv e the breed 
of men. 
I do not believ e tin t the 
breed of 
horses will suer from 
the 
other policy. 
I 
do not believ e any 
reasonable amount of enjoyment will 
be lo.st. I hav e heard it said by those 
who ought to know that racing wil 
not be seriously jeopardized. 
I am 
not against racing. I am against race 
track gambling. 
If the one depends 
upon the other. I am sorry for that. 
I regret that, but that is no .v ason 
why we sjiould hav e our constitution 
unrecognized and this widespread de­ 
moralization w'hlch could be so easily 
prev ented. 
“Let us take care of our manhood. 
Let us take care of the enforcement 
of our fundamental law* and let from 
all the state the sentiment 
b^ 
ex­ 
pressed that the people desire the 
legislation which has prov ed ineffect­ 
iv e—that puts it mildly—which has 
prov ed iniquitous, should be changed 
and supplanted by legislation which 
will make this ev il no longer possi­ 
ble.”

Australian Professor Seeks Solution of 
Ancient Mystery. 


The lost continent of the 
South 
seas is a pet study of Dr. Woolnough 
of Sydney univ ersity. 
The main diffi­ 
culty in the way of reconciling exist­ 
ing conditions with an original great 
area was that depths of 2,000 fathoms 
occurred between the islands. 
It was 
necessary to look for land ev idence of 
faulting or breaking to account for 
the submarine depths. 
The granite 
area in Viti Lev a was found to be 
from 400 to 600 square miles in ex­ 
tent, underlying the modern v olcanic 
rocks. 
A range of granite mountains 
with precipitous cliffs on each side 
gav e ev idence of heav y faults creat­ 
ing chasms of great depth. 
He found 
the riv ers forming a marked rectangu­ 
lar network, an upraised coral reef 
200 feet abov e the sea lev el, conglom­ 
erate rock showing sea shells at a 
height of 800 feet abov e the sea, and 
certain tilts and 
tufts 
which had 
formerly been submarine and 
were 
now at a height of 4,500 feet. 
All 
these Indicated a tremendous uplift 
sufficient to cause greater faulting in 
the original continent.

Fiji were of comparativ ely youthful 
dev elopment, and 
ev en 
at 
present 
passing through the canon cycle.
